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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Concerning the applicant's arguments, the applicant's amendments have 
overcome previous 112 rejections. 

2. The applicant's exclusion of the nonionic surfactant in claim 1 has also overcome 
previous 102 rejections. The examiner further agrees that previously submitted claims 
are not anticipated or rendered obvious by the prior art of record. 

3. However, newly submitted claim 36 clearly reads on the previously cited 
Japanese references. As such these references are applied to newly added claim 36. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

5. Claims 36 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Lion Corp 
(JP 091 68395A published 6/30/97). 

6. JP 09168395A teaches a combination of 195 grams of cyclohexaone and 23.7 
grams methyl caprylate. 

7. 

8. Claims 36 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Lion Corp 
(JP 09271 387A published 10/21/97). 

9. JP 09271 387A teaches the combination of 59 grams of methyl caprate with 574 
grams of cyclohexanone. 

Conclusion 
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10. Claims 1-5, 7-35 are allowed. The applicant's amendment have overcome 
previous rejections. The specific exclusion of non-ionic surfactants which are required 
by the prior art have overcome these rejections. The remainder of the claims require 
specific combination of compound in specific weight percentages not taught In the prior 
art. As such these claims are found to be allowable.
